And, on the other hand, they choose’ 
to ignore Liberal sympathies, and to treat as hostile a Par- 
liamentary party which on the day after the General Election 
contained a large majority favourable to women’s suffrage, 
and whose leader, the Prime  Minister,-has at least half upened 
_ the door to the passage of a measure of women’s suffrage. 
If the “ Suffragettes ” had ever wished for a Libera! Suffrage 
Bill, we cannot but think that they would have devoted their 
_very considerable ability ‘to the task of enlarging Mr. Asquith’s 
concession.
